WHAT TUL JAPANESE MAY EXPECT IN 
FORMOSA, a 

It will be remembered that the Tonkin 
brigands sume months ago mado w raid on 
the Kebao coal mines, and carried off a 
whole Fronoh family named Lyandet. . An 
exorbitant ransom was demanded, and bas 
not yet been paid; the French authorities 
having deoreed {hat no more tribute ia to be 
conceded to these marauding freebootars, 
who are to be suppressed if possible—though 
it has never yet proved possible in tho ten 
years of French oceupation, and there is as 
yet. no eign of any radical ohange in the 
eyetem calculated to bring the suppression 
within the honngs of possibility.

The French authorities made reprezoata- 
tions through the asual diplomatia ohannels, 
which as usual led only to diplomatic qui 
sandsand quagmires. Tho Pekin authorities 
promised to keep order oo the-frontiera of 
Kwaogtung, .Kwangsi, and Yaunan;- two 
high officials, civil and military, wera to be 
sent with 9 alrong body of traops to hunt 
out the pirates from their lairs in Chinese 
territory. ‘Thess wera the promises, and 20 
of course (hep were not fulfiiled ; and besides 
the Lyaudet family, two other. Earopeans 
have been captured and carried over the 
border, Now, the Avenir announoss that a 
gnnbont is to be sent to Pakhoi to enforce 
the fufilment of the promise; or, failing 
this, to pick up all junks found about, and 
held them a6 hostages, 5 

Pirhaps the dvenir rightly interprets the 
intentions of the French Government, and 
rerhopa not; agyhow, if such intentions 
do oxist they are not very praiseworthy, 
The firat thing the }French should do 
is to Ibvk after themselves, to set their 
own heusy in order, to take their gunboat 
to Kebso instead of Pakhoi. If the Frenob- 
would only go to the trouble and expense of 
cotablishing en efficient aud adequate police 
service, with plenty of small toste for 
patrol duty, and plenty of gnard stations 
everywhere, not_too far apart, and deoant 
ronda 19 connect, the pavification of Tonkin 
shonld not be particularly dificult, But it 
would cost money, and the Franch have 
from tha firet made the mistake of trying to 
establidh a grand colonial empire on the 
ohieap. .

THE RIOTING IN SZECHWEN. 
BURTRER DETAILS. 

Mr 0. L. Kilborn writes to the Afercury 
én July 1) :— 

During the afternoon of Tuesday, May 
28th, 1895, Dr Stevenson and I received a 
letter from Dr Canright, of the M.E. 
Miseion on tho other side of the city, tell- 
ing ua that placards had been posted. 
‘These placards elated that a girl had baen 
boiled by the foreigners for her oil, “and 
warned peopla against allowing children to. 
go apon the atroct. While Dr Stevenson 
aod I were consulting over what we ought 
to do, -smull etones began to bs thrown~ 
against our front gate, and considerable 
yelling washeard. A mossonger waa des- 
patohed immedintely with cards to the 
yamen, calling on the atreot officials on tha 
way. Tha atonc-throwing inocressed and 
presently anothor messenger was deapatch- 
e@ to the yamen with urgent messages for 
help. Dr Stevenson, Mr Jackson (C.M.3) 
and I, thonght. best to remain quietly inside 
until some real damage was done, or the 
officials arrived with force enough to ecat- 
tor tho moh, Our wives and childran wore 
now sent over to tha hospital side. The 
stono throwing and tho yelling of the mob 
increated momentarily. Not until tho 
large strony compound gates fell in with a 
crash did we show oursolvea, 

Mr Jackson ompty handed, Dr Steven~ 
gon and‘I each with a londed gun under 
our arms, rppoared in sight, and the crowd 
vanished from tha gateway. We fired ; 
shotg in qni¢le exccossion and ran out upon 
tho strect wud the crowd divided and ran 
both ways. While wo held them-et a 
rospectfal distanco, any 30 or 40-yards cach 
woy from tho pate,‘about 10 or 12 men, in 
ordiuary dcovs, stepped ont from the crowd 
saying they “were coms to protect us, A 
fow minutes later threa soldiers appaared 
in their red coats, : 

These 12 or 15 mon exhorted the crowd 
to go home in the usual native fasbion, but 
without the slightest effect. While Dr 
Stevensou, Mr Jackson and I remained on 
the streot, the two divisions of the rioters, 
although somewhat boisterous, kept thoir 
distance. 

Three quarters of on hour must have 
heon epent in this way, and during this 
time, our messengers returned from tho 
yamon saying that a good force of men 
would be despatched to our aid immedi- 
ately. We requceted some of these runners 
already on the spot to go to. the yamen for 
more help, but they -wonld not listen. 
Thon they asked us to stop insido our gato 
while they scattercd the mob, But tha 
moment we wore ont of aight the mob 
closed in, and tho stone throwing and 
yelling bogan with increased vigor. After 
10 or 15 minatea of this, when the leaders 
of the mob seemed to be gaining courage 
fora groud rash into the compound yard, 
wo made ancther sally, firing » ahot or two 
from our guns. The mob parted and ran 
as before, but not going so far thia time. 
Dusk wae coming on and the rioters had 
gained euch courago that they fairly rained 
stones upon us. Our ground became un- 
tenable, and we beat an orderly but hasty 
rotreat to oar hospital compuund, the 
gates of which open ov tho opposite sido of 
the block. There we rejoined our wives 
and children, Almost immediately onr 
Avollings wero filled with the howling mob 
while the smashing of glass and the crash- 
ing of timbors, no less than the demoniacal 
yella of the furious riofars, told us that the 
work of destruction was in full progress, 


Tho hospital gatesetill etood, ouly some of 
he lower panels had been smashed throagh, 

A shot fired through the top of thesa gates 
had the exeellont effeot of determising. tho 
most of. the crowd- an that side to rua 
around the block to join the more successful 
party in the loot. And thua opened up to 
ua a way of cacapo, Covered by the 
darkness we vruwled one, by one through one 
of the holes broken by the stones of the 
rioters in the hospital gates. The two ladies 
and we threomen, oarrsing three children 
amongst us, rau along. Lhe now comparative- 
ly quiet street to the parade ground, Dr, 
Stevenaon’a third child was in the hands of 
a Christian nurse, but she became separated 
from us on the etrect, 

At the head of the street, on the nearest 
edge of the parade-ground, ie a barracks in 
which were quartered 150 of 200 soldiers, 
We ran in thinking to ubtain protection, 
At first sight of us the soldiers drovo us out 
with the most hidcous yells aud curses. One 
of themkicked MrsStevenzon in the aide us 
wa passed out, but her brnise fortuuately.pro- 
ved a slight one. Dr Stevenson promptly 
threatened this maa with his rifle, which ho 
still carricd ; and to this we believe is at 
leact partly due the foot that we were not 
followed. We now ran doruss the open pa. 
rade-ground to the city wall, Once on tho 


wall we took our wey at 3 mora easy pace 
past the north gateto the north-weat angle 
ofthe city. When wa werea mile or more 
from our late homes, 6 bright reflection in 
the sky told us thatthe rioters were fioishing 
with fira what they had began with stones, 
The fire did not die away till middight, A 
whileafter midnight wo loft the city walland 
reached the China foland Mirsion compound 
in chairs. Thera wo were anfe fur the night 
Hore wo Jearned the fate of Dr Steveneon's 
little gitl who, in-care of the curse, had bo- 
come separated from us soon after leaving 
the hospital gate. Some of the rioters dia- 
covered that sho was carrying a foreign 
obild ; they caught her fy the flair and’ be- 
gan beating her.- She dropped the child and 
wenaged toescape from them, A few mi- 
nutes later the haspital geteman discovered 
tho ohild sitiing alone in the dark street, 
and erying. Ho pioked her up and onrriod 
her to one of the*other compounds that was 
still intact, No protcotion was given us 
from the yamen except those doubtful 
twelve runners and three soldiers, notwith- 
standing that more than two hours elapeed 
from the. time our cards were first sent to 
the yamen until we abandoned the gateway, 
Noxt day sa learced that the magistrate 
sud the prefect had come and stayed about 
five or ten minutes, at about the time wa 
were crawling through the huspital gates lo 
the street. But they went away immediate. 
ly without doing anything ;~-without even 
enguiziug, so far as we kavw, ag to the fate, 
of the foreigners, :

we heard that thé mob had re- 
formed end was rapidly carrying away all 
temeiniog bricks and debrie left on our com- 
ound the night before.

too soon, for before the last was over the 
mob had burst through the frout gates. We 
found ourselves in a narrow court in which 
lived some eight families. Tho only exit 
from this court was by along alley whioh 
opened on the street right in the midst of 
the mob. Our only hope therefore lay in 
conéealment, and In a moment we had 
darted through an open door and into the 
back-room of a little two-room mat-house, 
The three ladies, Misses Brackbill and Ford 
and Mre Kilborn, and Mr Valo and myself, 
besides three children, inoluding two belong. 
ing to those who had got off safely to the 
yatmen in chairs, in all cight persons, packed 
ourselves into a amall Chinese bed, and 
drew the dirty bluo ourtaina close about ns, 
The owner of the hut began protesting 
immediately ia a load voice, but thirty taels 
in good silver effeotually ahut his mouth. 
Liboral promises to the other sevon familica 
in the court, afterwards radeemod by about 
fifteen taele, brought them over to oar side 
also; 

Tt was a hot day, bot from 11 o.m. till 
about 2 p.m. we sat quietly inside those 
curtains, scarcely vonturing to speak abovo 
8 whisper; while from jnst across a mud 
wall came tho horrible din of smashing 
glass, crashing timbers and falling houses, 
mingled with the yells of tho triumphant 
rioters, 

About § p.m., when it Was properly 
dark, chairs woro called, ond we went 
quistly one by one to the yamen, where wo 
rejoined those who had reached there safoly 
in choira in the morning. 

An oyewitness told ns that two of tha 
soldiers who had mado at loast a ahow of 
protecting ua at the O.I.M, compound wero 
tho firat to rush into the upper living rooms 
looking for plunder, Another eyewitness 
told me that*at dawn of tho morning of 
May 29th, soldiers in red coats were most 

rominent in carrying off tho loot. Mr 
Gate of tho O.1.M. himeelf saw x ‘large 
Canadian ‘heater’ in the yamen of the 
magistrate under whose cara we fiaally 
found ouraolves, This stova- must hava 
come from Mr Hartwell’s houso or 
own, 

From trustworthy roports and{from what 
we saw ourselves, there will not ba rouch 
debsis for usto cloarawey whon it comes 
to rebuildiog. very stick of timber was 
carried away ; not 80 much ga a piece the 
size of a ehingle remaining. Bricks and 
tiles, sven the foundation stores, wero du, 
up and carried off. Paving stones share 
the same fate. ‘Trees and shrubs, bam- 
boos, in fact everything that was enclosed 
by the four walls of the compounds, was 
considered their lawful booty. On May 
30th, aquads of soldiere were oncamped on 
the sites of each rained compound—care- 
fally guarding broken tiles and mother

terminating in favor of the former nation, 
that you are bringing Japan very pi 
minently before your readers and th 
public, While not desiring in any way to 
decry the possibilities that Japan may be 
in a position to hold out to British trade 
and British manufactarers, I would beg to 
point out that previous experiences do not 
indicate that Japan would favour Groat 
Britain in this respect. As a matter of 
fact, it ig woll known to thosa who are jast 
now io 8 position to know, that the Briton 
ig looked npon ne a dele noir among Earo~ 
peans, in the eyes of the Japs. It mast be 
admitted that, save for tho first fow years, 
when it was absolutely nevessary to obtain 
end retain British aid and skill, ‘to lay the 
groondwork. of the policy which has 
brought Japan to her prezont position as a 
Power in the East, the Japanese have 
deliberately ond consistently exclnded 
British subjects from any participation in 
her affairs, and have gone ont of their way 
fo bring her officials from Austris, Gur- 
mapy, America,—anywhere else than Eng- 
land. And the same with her trade 
reqairmonts: ouly what was absolutely 
impossible to obtain elsowhore, waa got from 
the British trad 

With China, i estirely our own fault 
thet we have ao firmer. footing in that 
land than we haye, We had sil the op. 
portunities, and only withia the past few 
days thoro was before our Statesmen tho 
most glorious opportunity of retrieving the 
folly of former years ; snd this was lot slip, 
fill now, it is to Russian enterprise and 
sid that Chins,—with all ber 's ation, 
sill to come; with the immense reqaires 
ments in machinery, motala, railways, and 
the rest, ali to be met,—will now depend, 
Truly, the English sre wise after tho orent, 
and our Statesmen avd the people ara 
now, when too late, waking 1o the fsci that 
it is towards Ching we sliould look to 
provide the market for our goods. Oon- 
sidering the fact that China provides India 
with an enormous income in the opium 
trade, and thot without it, Indinn finances 
would be seriously embarassed ; and that 
we have fonght and compellod her to take 
our opium ; itis evincing bat little gratitude 
to show ber-the cold shoulder now.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN 
OHINA. 


Writing on the 5th inet. from Poking, H 
tho correspondent of the Y.-C. Daily News 


China it is anid wished to divide tho 
amonat of the indemaity betwaon the four 
groat European Powers, Tat Rusia itin said 
objected and demanded to have for hot- 
aelf the financing under the guarantes of 
the Ruslan Government of one handkod 
millions ‘The remaindor China desired to 
divide between Germany and England, 
Franco's portion they looked upon aa in- 
eluded in the Russian, and as the latter 
Power is borrowing tho money from Franco 
the arrangement doubtless suits both par- 
tles, France at any rate would be the last 
to object. If she has to bo remunerated 
separately sho will doubtless look for it ter 
ritorially olsewhere. It would seem both 
these Powers look for territorial as wel! na 
pecuniary, political, commercial, and etra- 
togic advantsges. Germany can perhaps 
alone look for pecuniary benefit, ‘Tue fa- 
voured nation clause preyenta any country 
from obtaining exclusive commercial pri- 
vileges. Great Britain, so far es our short- 
aighted vision can perceive, like a certain 
old Roman, ‘ cares for nono of these things.’ 
The Chinese were so elated atthe return 
of Linotung that they were willing io re- 
cormpence the restorors right off. A rough 
contract wae at onco drawn out with regard 
to the Russiaa leau and (heir ‘face’ would 
not allow them to recude from the promise 
thoy had given. Rossia it was feared, tuo, 
might oot brook arefuaal and still less the 
breaking of a solemn engagement. Tho 
loon was negstisted in Europe through 
the Chinese Minis‘er in St. Putersburg. 
Cortain banks in Franco offered the amount 
which was borrowed from tha Paris 
banks at 4 p.c. and was to be loaned to 
QhinaatS percent per annum. Tha rata 
of issue it iseaid was to ha at 93 inoluding 
one p.c:, others aay ove half p.o., for com- 
mis The difference in the interest 
botween four and five and tho iatereat paid 
on the difference butwoon the rate of issue’ 
and one hundred taals for 86 yoars, tho 
period for which the loan was to run, 
amounts to the respectable sum of some 
sixty-four millions of taols, that is noarly 
two-thirds of tho loan and nonrly one- 
third of the entira indemnity. It bas 
been practically all arranged in Europo 
without, it issaid, oven so much as as con- 
sulting. China—tho French Banks having 
wo understand. issued prospectuses of the 
loan under Russian guarantes without 
taking China into consideration at all, 
This ia perhaps the way Europo will have 
totake Chine in hand—she may require 
to be dictated to and ordered to do what 
the Western Gations desire. It is protty 
cvident sho will now, since the mask has 
been thrown off and her weaknoss, corrup- 
tion and ineptitude have been discovered, 
be. treated very cavalierly by even the 
smallest of the European nations; the 
South or Central American Republics may 
some day browbeat har. She will hava to 
awallow many bitter pills, but as aho is dos- 
titute of shame—although she speaks so 
auch and 40 often of ‘face,’ and has no real 
love of country in the aggregate although 
love of home in the particular—sho will 
submit with grace and construe it as shed- 
ding the light and benevolencs of the Mid- 
dle Kingdom upon the barbarians who 
really could not live withont Obiua’s tea 
and rhubarb. Some opposition has been 
offered, to the loan and some much-needed 
light has been shed upon it in ile relation 
to her independonen, hor dignity - this tine 
her real ‘face’ in the Weatern sense—and 
general commercial convenienos and faci- 
lities. For a large independent aud wealthy 
country, with such resources it is quite un: 
precedented thot she should require tho 
guarantee of a forsign government, She 
is in the condition of neithor Turkey nor 
Tanis. Lf Japan could have affurded it sha 
might have loaned the indemnity to China 
say at Spor cent or even 6 per cent, and 
realised ten or twelve millions of tacle 
annually, China would doubtless have 
accapted such 4 olution. Whether. 
Europe would have acquiescod ia it is 
another matter, It would only be twico 
as bad as the proposed Russian loan, in 
point of amount, and would huve been 
inoperative a8 ahandle for coorcing Uhina, 
aecuring territory, and othor privilegos, and 
would bayo beea inoperative so long as 
Japan could be cosrced by any of the 
European Powers singly or combined. 
Howovor it may havo been brought about, 
there would seam to be some hitch in the 
Russian arrangements. The loan wos to 
have been eigned in ‘Petorsburg, it is 
aaid, on the 17th of June, and the Paris 
bankers were about to repair thither for 
the purpose of signing, and still it ie not 
signed, The suspicions of the moro in-~ 
telligant: Chinese officiala—we dare not call 
them statesmen for China does not possess 
auch=-geem to ba aroused, and what the 
upshot of it all will be we must leave the 
futura to diaclose. There is so much 
inicundorstandiog both at home and ont 
hera regarding this loan, thit we thought 
it desirable to make these observations, 
Since tle above was written something 
very serious must have occurred, for after 
a scene al the Taungli Yamén, tho Rursian 
loan was signed there on the 2ador 3rd of. 
Suly—jast as Reuter’s telegram arrived 
telling os that it had virtually cvllapsed— 
‘for richer for poorer, for better ur worae, 
in sickuoss or in health’ to ran on for more 
than a generation. Thoso who live long 
enough may sey the harvest reaped which 
is now sown. The minute history of this 
curious transaction will be interesting road- 
ing some other day. Woe do hot yet know 
how it will affect the Customs revenue and 
fatare loans. Apparently, Chins bas only 
one door left to her at which she can beg ; 
all other avenues have bean purposely closed. 
agsinat ber. It is of course evident at
